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No salary discussion 
if arbitration nixed 

Faculty Association President Dr. 
Sam Scully (Classics) is “hopeful” 
that the UVic Board of Governors 
will agree to the principle of bind¬ 
ing arbitration on faculty salaries 
by the April BOG meeting. 

If no agreement on the principle 
of binding arbitration is forthcom¬ 
ing, there will be no discussion of 
salary and fringe benefits this year 
between the Faculty Association 
and the university administration, 
Scully said in an interview follow¬ 
ing the Feb. 18 BOG meeting (see 
story this pageL 

The possibility of introducing 
arbitration into salary talks was 
raised during talks between the 
Faculty Association and adminis¬ 
tration last April and May, says 
Scully. 

“The word came back that the 
board didn’t want to look at it more 
closely at that time,” says Scully. 

“We want substantive consider¬ 
ation this time.”

Scully says that up to now, any 
changes in faculty’s position result¬ 
ing from the present system of 
salary talks “have been small and 
symbolic, rather than substantive. 

Thus, if the principle of arbitra¬ 
tion were not accepted, “we would 
be willing to forego talks.” 

The faculty association presi¬ 
dent says he senses a change in the 
mood of faculty members this year 
towards arbitration. “Last year 
there was general support, but this 
year there is a strong feeling in 
. favor of it. I can sense from recent 
meetings of the association that 
people from all parts of the campus 
recognize the need for it.” 

He points out that the Faculty 
Association is seeking BOG appro¬ 
val in principle for binding arbitra¬ 
tion before the 1980-81 salary talks 
begin, but this would not mean that 
arbitration could be introduced in 
time for this year’s talks. The asso¬ 
ciation is looking towards introduc¬ 
ing binding arbitration for the 
1981-82 talks. 


Petch endorses arbitration 
request 


President Dr. Howard Petch has spoken 
out strongly in favor of a Faculty Associa¬ 
tion request for binding arbitration on 
salaries, beginning in 1981-82. 

The request for binding arbitration was 
presented to the Board of Governors (BOG) 
at the Feb. 18 meeting by Faculty Associa¬ 
tion President Dr. Sam Scully (Classics). 
The association asked the BOG to agree to 
the principle of binding arbitration before 
attempting to reach agreement on salaries 
and fringe benefits for 1980-81. 

Scully said the present system of infor¬ 
mal discussions on salary between the 
association and administration has led to 
“widespread dissatisfaction” among the 
faculty. 

Petch told the BOG he favored “some 
form of binding arbitration. This would 
bring much greater realism to annual 
salary discussions,” he said. 

Petch said he has talked to at least half 
the presidents of Canadian universities 
with binding arbitration agreements with 
faculty and found “unanimous positive 
response”. “It is not necessary for faculty 
to be unionized to have binding arbitra¬ 
tion,” he added. 

“According to presidents I’ve talked to, 
binding arbitration really does lead to bet- 
ter relations between faculty and 
administration.” 


Petch said he feels that the associa¬ 
tion’s salary committee has in the past not 
been as responsible in demands as they 
could have been, since “they can’t do any 
worse than the university’s final offer.” 

Scully, in his presentation, pointed out 
that there is now no pressure on the univer¬ 
sity to come to an agreement since the final 
salary increase is imposed by the 
administration. 

He said the association is asking that 
the across-the-board increases only be sub¬ 
ject to binding arbitration. 

“The present system lacks accountabil¬ 
ity on either side,” he said. “There is a need 
for greater professionalism, for genuine 
negotiations rather than an exchange of 
ideas.” 

Scully said faculty members have lost 
12 to 15 per cent of their purchasing power 
over the past few years because of low 
salary increases. For 1979-80 they were 
given a 5^75 per cent across-the-board 
increase with merit increases amounting 
to 3.6 per cent. 

He said binding arbitration “is not a 
practical panacea, but it will bring imme¬ 
diate political benefits. The association 
realizes that there are various financial 
restraints on UVic.” 

Scully said the normal procedure under 
binding arbitration is to allow an impar¬ 


tial third party to judge the fairness of the 
arguments of the two sides. 

“Arbitration will not necessarily be an 
annual exercise,” he pointed out. “It will be 
used only when one side feels strongly that 
they have better arguments.” 

Scully said the association is open- 
minded on arbitration and the items to be 
included. “It is crucial that the across-the- 
board increases be subject to arbitration 
and that the arbitration be binding on both 
sides.” 

He said one argument against arbitra¬ 
tion is that under Section 28 of the Univer¬ 
sities Act, the BOG is authorized to 
exercise control over finances at a. 
university. 

“This section has not prevented the 
board of the two other B.C. universities 
from introducing collective bargaining.” 

Faculty BOG representatives Rod 
Symington said binding arbitration would 
produce great benefits. “The faculty is feel¬ 
ing more and more strongly that the 
annual negotiations are empty.” 

BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe said the. 
asociation request would go to a BOG com¬ 
mittee for discussion. The question could 
possibly come* back to the board for a deci¬ 
sion at the April meeting, he added. 


Freeze fees say students 



The Alma Mater Society (AMS) has asked 
the Board of Governors (BOG) to freeze 
tuition fees at the present level until 
changes are made in student aid and 
summer employment programs. 

About 30 students, many carrying 
signs, showed up at the BOG meeting Feb. 
18 to support a presentation by AMS vice- 
president Terry Johnson. 

Johnson said students are “alarmed” 
that the BOG is studying the system of 
indexing fees to operating costs,’recently 
introduced by the University of British 
Columbia. 

“Any method of indexing tuition fees 
should be rejected by the board,” he said. 

UBC has indexed fees at a minimum of 
10 per cent of operating costs. Johnson 
said this means a guarantee of tuition fee 
increases of 10 to 12 per cent annually. 

“Tuition fees are not just another source 
of university income,” he said. “To tie tui¬ 
tion fees to any formula related only to 
university costs or to changes in the cost of 
living, is to forget that tuition fees can pre¬ 
vent students from entering the univer¬ 
sity.” 

When asked by faculty BOG representa¬ 
tive Rod Symington (Germanic) what the 
policy on tuition fees should be, Johnson 
replied that “tuition fees should be abol¬ 
ished”. 

Symington said he agreed “philosophi¬ 
cally” but that this was not practical.

While admitting that the BOG will be 
considering 1980-81 fees later this year, 
chairman Joseph Cunliffe said any deci¬ 
sion on an increase “will not be made today 
or next week. We must first know what the 
operating grant is from the provinical 
government.” 

Student BOG member Brian Klaver 
introduced a motion calling for the BOG to 
request a meeting with Minister of Univer¬ 
sities, Science and Communication Dr. Pat 
McGeer to discuss operating costs at UVic. 

He was unable to find a seconder for his 
motion. 

Klaver said if fees are indexed to the 
total operating budget, students would be 
faced with payment of 10 per cent of areas 
not directly involved with students, such 
as tour guides. 

“This would place the student BOG 
members in the position of opposing every 
expenditure that did not have to do directly 
with students,” he said. 

Cunliffe said the BOG now has a policy 
of annually reviewing tuition fees. “At the 
same time we have to keep one eye on what 
the other universities are doing,” he said. 

“The province provides the total funds 
to the Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC) which then allocates 
grants to each university. If we are not 
aware of what the other universities are 
doing, we could find ourselves the target.” 

President Dr. Howard Petch questioned 
the need to debate indexing. “We already 
have a policy and I don’t understand why 
we are debating indexing just because 
UBC has done it,” he said. 

Student BOG member Susan Soper 
asked what has happened to the BOG 
request to the provincial government in 
May of 1979 to give high priority to 
improvements in the British Columbia 
Student Aid Program (BCSAP). 

Petch explained that a provincial- 
federal task force has been established to 
study student financial aid. 

In reply to a student request for 60 days 
notice of any discussion of tuition fees, 
Petch said this is difficult because of the 
timing involved. 

“Our fiscal year starts April 1 and last 
year we did not know until near the end of 
May what our operating grant would be. 
This means we had a few weeks to get the 
budget ready and present it to the BOG. 

In his written presentation Johnson 
asked that all future BOG discussion of 
tuition fees be held in open session and 
that the BOG makes final decisions on tui¬ 
tion fees by April of this year. 

He also asked the BOG to join with stu¬ 
dents to press the provincial government 
to make immediate changes in the student 
aid program and substantive improve¬ 
ments in summer job opportunities for stu¬ 
dents. 

Johnson said there have been no 
improvements in the student aid program 
since 1976. “The student aid program does 
not serve its purpose, to equalize educa¬ 
tional opportunity, to any adequate 
extent.” 

He said that savings from summer 
employment continue to be one of the larg¬ 
est single sources of educational funding 
for students but the job situation is 
deteriorating. 
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Students in U Vic’s School of Nursing pres¬ 
ented the rest of the university with a val¬ 
entine Feb. 14 and it has proved so popular 
that the nurses are planning to do it again 
next year. 

Nurses provided tests for blood pres¬ 
sure, hemoglobin, and took blood samples 
for tests on immunity to rubella (German 
Measles), in a four-hour clinic in the lobby 
of University Centre. More than 200 stu¬ 
dents, staff and faculty, ranging in age 
from 17 to 69, took advantage of the free 
screening clinic. 

“We were really quite surprised by the 
response,” said student association presi¬ 
dent Irene Simpson. “We are also pleased 
that the school was able to contribute 
something to the rest of the university.” 

About 35 students and some faculty at 
the school assisted at the clinic. Dr. 
Dorothv Kergin, new director of the school, 
also assisted. 

The results provided some surprises 
according to Simpson, who added that no 
conclusions should be drawn about the 
health of UVic personnel. “This was 
simply a screening test rather than a diag¬ 
nostic clinic,” she explained. 

The major statistical surprise occurred 
in the blood pressure test where the older 
men tested averaged a better blood pres¬ 
sure than the younger men. 

There were 146 people who had their 
blood pressure tested, including 33 men. Of 
the men over 30 years of age, 33 per cent 
had blood pressure above the potential 
danger line while of men under 30 years of 
age, 48 per cent were above the potential 
danger line. 

Thirteen per cent of women under 30 
years of age were above the potential 
danger line, compared to 27 per cent of 
women over 30 years of age. 


UVic is preparing a proposal for new stu¬ 
dent residences following a change of pol¬ 
icy by the Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC). 

UCBC has rescinded its policy that pro¬ 
vincial capital grants to universities are 
not to be used to finance student residences 
and has requested universities to present 
proposals by April 2 for renovations, and 
new construction of residences. 

President Dr. Howard Petch predicted 
recently that the worst crisis ever in stu¬ 
dent housing at UVic would come in Sep¬ 
tember of this year. He estimated that 
UVic requires 300 places for single stu¬ 
dents and about 100 units for married stu¬ 
dents to meet the immediate demand for 
on-campus residences. 

‘Tm pleased that our concern about the 
lack of residence accommodation has been 
understood by UCBC and the minister,” 
he said. “We’ve had almost daily com¬ 
munication with UCBC and the ministry 


Of 144 women who took a hemoglobin 
test, 14.5 per cent were lower than normal 
while 10 per cent of men who took the test 
were below normal. “There were a few with 
extremely low hemoglobin and we did an 
immediate re-testing and referred them to 
Health Services,” said Simpson. 

The nurses were particularly pleased 
with the response to the rubella tests for 
women. Women who are not immune to 
rubella and contract the disease while 
pregnant place their unborn child in great 
danger. 

“We took 75 blood samples which have 
been sent to Vancouver for analysis,” said 


about the situation recently.” 

Petch urged the board to approve the 
preparation of residence proposals since 
“we would like to be in a position to take 
advantage of the new policy.” 

U ncler tne old policy U V ic was forced to 
seek CMHC financing for the Gordon 
Head residences with loan and interest 
payments covered by students’ room and 
board fees. 

UCBC has stated that capital financing 
for residence projects should be estab¬ 
lished on a self-liquidating basis over an 
amortization period generally accepted as 
reasonable. 

“In stating this however, council real¬ 
izes that for new construction it may be 
necessary to provide a front end grant 
which would not be recoverable.” 

UCBC also stated that universities 
would be expected to provide for regular 
student residence fee reviews to keep costs 
in line with off-campus housing. 


Simpson. “We have asked those who were 
tested to check back with Health Services 
about mid-March for results.” 

Women who discover they are not 
immune to rubella can be immunized 
immediately. 

Along with the tests, the nurses pro¬ 
vided literature and information about 
smoking, tension and diet. “Health Servi¬ 
ces was of great assistance to us in operat¬ 
ing the clinic,” said Simpson. “We had 
such a good response that even before this 
clinic was over, we were talking about 
repeating it next year.”

Squeeze those 
dollars 

Public demand for government restraint in 
levying taxes is not matched by public wil¬ 
lingness to accept reductions in govern¬ 
ment services, Minister of Finance Hugh 
Curtis observed Feb. 19 in a speech at 
UVic. 

Curtis gave the opening address in a 
three-day seminar on “Financial Manage¬ 
ment in the Public Sector: The Challenge of 
the 80s sponsored by the UVic School of 
Public Administration; the Institute of 
Public Administration in Canada, Victo¬ 
ria Regional Group; and the Society of 
Management Accountants, Victoria 
Chapter. 

Curtis said the only answer is for 
government managers to squeeze more out 
of each dollar allocated to them in the com¬ 
ing years. 

Financial managers, he said, will be 
forced to seek out ways of “doing more with 
less”, which he defined as providing at 
least the same quality and quantity of ser¬ 
vices with fewer resources. The alterna¬ 
tives, he said, are higher taxation or deficit 
financing, and both are unacceptable. 

Public financial managers, he said, will 
be the keys to ensuring that the “more for 
less” and “value for money” philosophies, 
as they are known, are translated into 
effective action. 

Following Curtis’ speech, participants 
broke for coffee and almost immediately 
University Centre, where the seminar is 
took place, was plunged into darkness due 
to a power failure. 

“Practical restraint,” quipped one 
participant.

The electronic music studio is the first in 
Canada to incorporate computer- 
controlled digital synthesizers capable of 
an enormous range of precisely adjustable 
sounds.

Welcome to the Hotel UVic 

A recent story in The Daily Colonist about a proposal to build a 100-unit 
hotel at UVic, has left the Board of Governors (BOG) somewhat puzzled. 

“When I read that story my first urge was to phone the Chamber of 
Commerce and ask them to let us know when this hotel will open,” said BOG 
chairman Joseph Cunliffe. 

Greater Victoria Chamber of Commerce president Cedric Steele has pro¬ 
posed a 100-unit hotel on campus to house students, serve as a facility to train 
Camosun College students taking a hotel and restaurant management 
course and be used as emergency accommodation for tourists in summer 
months. 

“A hotel is not quite what we had in mind,” President Dr. Howard Petch 
told the BOG at the Feb. 18 meeting. 

Petch said the suggestion was that downtown hotels might block-book 100 
rooms over the summer to accommodate the overflow of tourists. 

Petch said the idea, discussed informally, was not to construct a hotel on 
campus. “If we could fill the residences during the summer months it would 
be a tremendous help in meeting mortgage payments,” he said. 

BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe said the university must be “wary of what 
we do about providing accommodation for tourists. The motels and hotels 
like to keep their business downtown as much as possible.” 


UVic requests new 
residences 
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BOG seeks funding 
for industry ‘incubator’ 


UVic is requesting funds to include a multi¬ 
tenant Discovery Parks space within a pro¬ 
posed Life Sciences Building on campus. 

Discovery Parks are a provincial 
government concept to promote high tech¬ 
nology industry in the province through 
provision of rented space at several loca¬ 
tions including the three B.C. universities 
for private industry and government agen¬ 
cies involved in research work. 

The cost of a Discovery Park component 
at UVic is estimated at $5 million in 1981 
dollars. This would provide 27,500 square 
feet of rental space in the top floors of the 
Life Sciences Building. 

The new building would stretch 
between the Cunningham and Elliott 
Buildings and would be joined to both. 

“The answer to our proposal may be ‘no' 
since our concept is much different than 
Discovery Parks proposed at the other two 
universities,” President Dr. Howard Petch 
told the Board of Governors at the Feb. 18 
meeting. 

“It is by no means assured that the min¬ 
ister (Dr. Pat McGeer, Minister of Universi¬ 
ties, Science and Communication^) will 
accept our concept.” 

Under the original concept proposed by 
McGeer, UVic was asked to provide 20 
acres which would be developed for rental 
to private and government research firms. 

“UVic did not have the space available 
to set aside this acreage,” explained Petch. 
“The BOG has accepted the principle of 
setting aside two or three buildings that 
would fit into our campus for Discovery 
Park.” 

Petch said if successful, Discovery Park 
would aid the development of the province, 
provide jobs for university graduates and 
provide a further stimulus to faculty 
research activities. 

“There has been talk of large firms mov¬ 
ing exisiting research divisions to Discov¬ 
ery Parks in B.C. but none have indicated 
any interest in locating at UVic. 

“We have however been approached by 
a number of small concerns which are 
neither large enough to require a building

nor have the capital to obtain one.” 

Petch said two firms, Re-Tech and Wil¬ 
liam Tennant Associates are already 
located in portable trailers on campus and 
both have expressed a desire to move into a 
larger, multi-tenant space. 

“We have turned down two other small 
firms because of lack of space,” he added. 

Petch said in the last two weeks univer¬ 
sity planners have decided that it would 
be better to combine Discovery Park with 
the Life Sciences building than to have a 
small free-standing structure. 

In January the Board of Governors 
approved planning requirements for a $7 
million Life Sciences Building without a 
Discovery Park component. 

Petch said the decision to combine the 
two buildings is based on economy and 
efficiency. 

“We save on service charges and there is 
more usuable space with one building. It 
also means proper linkages with the Elliott 
and Cunningham Buildings.” 

Petch said faculty members in Physics, 
Chemistry, Biology and Biochemistry and 
Microbiology are enthusiastic about com¬ 
bining the multi-tenant space with the Life 
Sciences space. 

“The industrial research and science 
laboratories would be in the same building 
and researchers from both areas would 
share a common lounge,” he said. “We 
believe this to be the best possible 
approach.” 

“We se our Discovery Park as an incuba¬ 
tor for small firn s,” he said. 

“We hope some will become so success¬ 
ful they’ll move out into their own 
building.” 

Petch said the building would be con¬ 
trolled and operated by UVic. “We rent to 
the tenants and we make the decisions on 
who gets in,” he said. 

“I believe this to be the most prudent 
approach,” he said. “We may not get the 
tenants to fill the space. If we don’t we can 
use it for our own sciences as required. 
However, I believe the concept will be so 
popular we will have lots of tenants. 

Directories available 
but not on campus 

Users of the McPherson Library have 
shown a mixture of emotions, ranging 
from “surprise, disbelief and varying lev¬ 
els of annoyance” upon discovering the 
university library does not maintain exten¬ 
sive files of up-to-date city and telephone 
directories for cities other than Victoria, 
and Vancouver, says Head Librarian 
Dean Halliwell. 

There is good reason for the McPher¬ 
son’s restricted directory collection, Halli¬ 
well states. 

Aside from the costs involved and space 
required, as well as relative infrequent 
need, the reason is the Greater Victoria 
Public Library’s large collection of both 
city and telephone directories. 

“That collection offers complete cover¬ 
age of Canada plus all major United States 
cities, good coverage of the British Isles 
(plus Ireland) and major cities as distant 
as Berlin and Paris, Auckland and Mel¬ 
bourne,” says Halliwell. 

“Best of all, the GVPL offers expe¬ 
rienced assistance in using this wealth of 
information. It is accessible simply by call¬ 
ing 382-7241. They are prompt and effi¬ 
cient, pleasant and willing to help.”

Debbies do it 

UVic’s two running Debbies were at it 
again last weekend in Edmonton and the 
results were impressive — two track meets, 
four races, four victories and two records. 

Debbie Scott and Debbie Campbell were 
entered in the Canada West Universities 
Athletic Association (CWUAA) indoor 
championships Feb. 15 and 16 and the 
Edmonton Journal International Games 
Feb. 16. 

Campbell raced to her second consecu¬ 
tive CWUAA 800-metre title with an easy 
win in 2:12.3. The next night she faced 
stiffer opposition and was extended to 
defeat arch-rival Anne Mackie-Morelli of 
Richmond in her best ever indoor time and 
a new meet record of 2:05:3. 

Scott recorded easy victories in both 
1,500 and 3,000 metres in CWUAA cham¬ 
pionships for the second year in a row. 
Scott has already won the CWUAA cross¬ 
country title. She broke her own conference 
record in winning the 1,500-metre race in 
4:23:9 and was named outstanding female 
performer at the CWUAA meet. 

Other members of the UVic distance 
running contingent had successful week¬ 
ends. Anita Sobon had personal bests in 
the 1,500 metres and 3,000 metres. Mike 
Lax, Brad Brohman and Foster Gordon 
also ran well, Lax finishing seventh in the 
800-metres race and Brohman and Gordon 
recording personal best times. Doug Good¬ 
win also recorded a personal best in the 
500-metres. 

UVic’s distance runners now diverge, 
some moving into the road-race circuit 
while others go into heavy training for the 
outdoor season. For Scott and Campbell, 
the goals are the Canadian championships 
and Olympic trials. Both say the goal of 
being number one in Canada remains, des¬ 
pite the uncertain status of the Olympics. 


Building set to go 

Tenders could be called for a $4.5 million 
academic building for the Theatre Depart¬ 
ment in April. 

The Board of Governors (BOG) has 
approved working drawings for the new 
building to be constructed outside the Ring 
Road, near the Music Building. 

UVic will now seek permission to call 
tenders from Minister of Universities, 
Science and Communications Dr. Pat 
McGeer. 

The new building includes two small 
theatres, one with a proscenium stage, the 
other with a thrust stage. Also included are 
a large open studio, several smaller stu¬ 
dios, storage, costume and scenery shops 
and faculty offices. 

The construction schedule calls for com¬ 
pletion of the building in August of 1981. 
The new building would enable the Thea¬ 
tre Department to move from former army 
huts on the northeast fringe of campus. 

Experts discuss 
Soviet sports 

Dr. John McLeish (PFED) and Lansdowne 
scholar Dr. Earle Zeigler will discuss 
“Soviet sport and the Olympic ideal” at a 
free public meeting Feb. 29 in Room 168 of 
the MacLaurin Building at 2 p.m.

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Parting | v4aA33 
is amicable 

UVic and the Victoria Conservatory of 
Music are terminating a 12-year affiliation 
on August 31 this year. 

“The parting is amicable,” explained 
Dr. Peter Smith, Dean of Fine Arts, at a 
Senate meeting Feb. 9. 

“Both institutions have come of age and 
no longer have any reliance on each other.” 

Senate and the Board of Governors 
passed a motion expressing thanks to the 
conservatory for its “distinguished service 
to the university over the past 11 years. 

They also pledged continuing co-operation 
in musical endeavors with the 
conservatory. 

When the agreement was signed in June 
of 1968, all UVic students took practical 
instruction at the conservatory in Craig- 
darroch Castle and academic courses on 
campus. 

Over the next 10 years UVic hired 
faculty members to teach performance 
until this academic year. 

With the hiring of Bernard Turgeon and 
conservatory principal Robin Wood as full¬ 
time UVic faculty members, all reliance on 
the conservatory for performance teaching 
ended. - 

“The ending of the affiliation was by 
mutual agreement,” said Smith. “We cer¬ 
tainly plan to continue co-operating with 
the conservatory.” 

Bullets 

The University of Alberta in Edmonton has 
received the Canadian nomination from the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union to 
make a bid to host the 1983 World Student 
Games, Universiade 1983. The bid will be con¬ 
sidered along with bids from other countries, 
including Brazil, by the Federation Internatio¬ 
nale du Sport Universitaire (FISU) at its meet¬ 
ing to be held in Moscow during the first week 
of April. The 1979 Universiade was held in Mex¬ 
ico City. Should the U of A bid be successful, it 
would be the first time that either Canada or the 
United States would act as host country to the 
games which are second in prestige only to the 
Olympics. The Universiade attracts student 
sportsmen and women from almost every 
country in the world. It is expected that about 
3,000 athletes from about 85 countries will par¬ 
ticipate in Edmonton if the bid is successful. 

The Alberta government has given its assu¬ 
rance of substantial financial support.

Declining enrolment in Ontario universities has 
halted, at least for this year, according to 
statistics released by the .Ontario government 
this month. Enrolment in Ontario’s 15 * 

universities had declined for two straight years 
prior to 1979-80. According to the government, 
full-time enrolment went up by .02 percent this 
year to 155,065 students while part-time 
enrolment rose by 5.5 per cent to 84,231 
students. The University of Ottawa had the 
largest full-time increase, 6.8 per cent, while 
sizeable decreases in full-time enrolment were 
reported at Lakehead, York and Laurentian 
universities. Enrolment at 22 colleges of 
applied arts and technology was up by more 
than seven per cent. 


A study by three political scientists at Carleton 
University indicates that, despite a recent 
improvement, the overall climate of relations 
between Canada and the United States “is at 
best a fragile one”. Major developments they 
oite as being particularly crucial to future 
Canada—U.S. relations include growing public 
concern over inflation, unemployment and 
high taxes; a resurgent U.S. Congress 
reflecting strong regional pressures for 
protectionist measures; federal-provincial 
tensions in Canada and the constitutional 
crisis provoked by the threat of the separation 
of Quebec. They do not foresee better days 
ahead. “The future for Canada—U.S. relations. 
. .bears little resemblance to the amicability 
that apparently characterizes relations at the 
end of the 1970s,” states their report. Their 
study is the fourth in a planned 12-part series 
on Canadian-U.S. prospects sponsored by the 
C.D. Howe Research Institute in Montreal and 
the National Planning Association in 
Washington, with funding from the Donner, 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations. 

This Week at Carleton 
Dec. 20,1979 
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It was not a real fire but a sensitive detection 
system that caused the fire alarms in the 
McPherson Library to go off on the morning of 
Feb. 19, reports Head Librarian Dean Halliwell. 
A campus-wide power shortaae occurred 
around 10 a.m., and when the power came back 
on all the fire bells in the library started to ring. 
The library staff evacuated the building imme¬ 
diately and the Saanich fire department arrived 
on the scene. “We suspected that the alarms 
might have gone off because of the power but 
we don’t take any chances,” says Halliwell. This 
is not the first time that the sensitive detection 
system in the McPherson has sounded the 
alarms for reasons other than fire, although it’s 
the first time Halliwwell recalls it happening 
after a power shortage. He estimates the alarms 
have sounded falsely about 10 to 12 times over 
15 years, and the library staff plans to go on 
evacuating whenever they sound again. “It’s a 
nuisance but it’s safe. We’re just thankful that it 
was only a false alarm,” is how Halliwell sums 
up the situation. 

Vikes off 
to California 

The UVic rugby Vikings play two exhibi¬ 
tion matches in California Feb. 23 and 26. 

The Vikes, now 10-3 in overall play, face 
Long Beach State University, Feb. 23 and 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, Feb. 26. 

The always tough UCLA Bruins 
coached by U.S.A. national rugby team co¬ 
coach Dennis Storer have a strong founda¬ 
tion including four U.S.A. national team 
players. The Bruins won the prestigious 
Santa Barbara Tournament in January. 

Long Beach State’s strength is a result 
of the acquisition of mainstays from Eng¬ 
land and Australia. Coach Dale Toohey’s 
powerful team was runner-up to UCLA at 
the Santa Barbara tourney. 

The California tour will be followed by 
the University of Victoria International 
Universities Rugby Tournament, March 
13 to 15, at UVic.

Dear Sir: 

Re: “Taylor calls for ‘intelligence’ testing”, the 
Ring, February 15. 

Quoting Dr. Taylor your report points out 
that so-called IQ tests measure “a broad sam¬ 
pling of the things a person has learned since 
they were born” (sic). Reservations about 
culture-bias are simultaneously dismissed with 
the statement “my argument in favor of this 
testing is that they predict future academic 
ability” (sic). 

Grammatical errors aside, both statements 
are open to serious question. For children who 
are economically disadvantaged or culturally 
different (such as recent immigrants and 
Native Indians), IQ test items may represent a 
quite inadequate sample of what they have 
actually learned. However,‘teachers following 
Taylor’s advice would presume (incorrectly) 
that such children hadn’t really learned very 
much at all. 

IQ scores correlate with future school 
grades as Taylor claims, but so do previous 
achievement, social class and, of course, qual¬ 
ity of instruction. It is a simplistic misinterpre¬ 
tation of the statistics which implies that IQ 
scores somehow cause future success at 
school. What bothers me most is the real possi¬ 
bility that Taylor’s analysis will encourage 
some teachers to comfortably attribute low 
achievement to “an inability to learn” rather 
than a failure to teach.
